tion of the main line, and that part of the branch line eomphrtd

from St. Cloud to the Ked River of the North, within
five years, and there shall be no forfeiture of any of
the lands, property, privileges, rights or franchises of
the said company, for a failure to complete the same,
or any part thereof, prior to the times above specified.

SEC. 8. The said Saint Paul and Pacific Railroad
Company is hereby authorized and empowered to ex-
tend, survey, locate, construct, maintain and operate
its road from some point at or above Saint Cloud to
the westerly end of Lake Superior; and for the pur-
pose of extending, locating, constructing and operat-
ing the same, the said company shall have and may ex-
ercise all the rights, immunities, privileges and fran-
chises conferred in and by its charter, and which are
applicable to any other portion of its road, or branch
road.

SEO. 9. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
